SEPARATE ACTIONS 

Technically, were Mrs. Ken- 
nedy to wish to stop publication 
or get cuts made in the book 
all over Europe, she would have 
to bring separate actions “from 
Helsinki to liisbon,” as Mr. 
Sissons puts it, in every country 
involved. But in practice the 
burden of decision lies largely 
with Manchester. If he chooses 
to abide by the American 
court’s decision, his wishes will 
go with the European publishers.
